street wnlle In the city and showed 
no signs of being out of his mind un- 
til after the hazing affair occurred. 
Just what happened to Cleves can- 


not be ascertained, but It is under- 
stood that shortly after he entered 
the school, a number of the boys got 
him away from his boarding house 
-and put him through a full course 
of hazing and-ended up by re..eving 
him of what spare cash ho had. It 
Is said he brooded over tho affair un- 
• til his mind gave wny and he did all 
sorts of curious things. 
Ho was ev- 


idently laboring under ono of these 
•mental attacks when ho was at the 
. Sykes and Korst homes on Monday 
night. 


His parents were notified 
about 


the %vay he was acting nnd Tuesday 
his mother arrived in this city from 
Sioux City and he returned 
home 


-with her. Valentine Bros., seeing 
the condition the young man was 
In and they returned to his mother 
thc amount paid them for tuition. 
The young man never recovered the 
money taken from him during the 
hazing escapade, and although every 
effort has been made to ascertain 
•who the guilty parties are. the affair 
was kept so quiet that there Is lit- 
tle clew to the perpetrators.

IS FULL OF RUBBISH 


ost-Mortem 
Reveals 
That 
Maniac 


Had Swallowed Nails, Buttons, 
Screws and Other Substances.

post-mortem examination revealed the 
strangest cause of death In the his- 
tory of the Michigan asylum for tho 
Insane. Six pounds of nnlls, buttons, 
and other rubbish were taken from 
tho stomach of Fred Cerrow. a patient 
committed from Branch county, Michi- 
gan. 


He had been nt the Institution on 


nnd off for ninny years. Since ISO- 
he hail complained of stomach trouble, 
and the condition of some of the arti- 
cles Indicated they had been in his 
stomach since then. 


Among the articles taken out and 


vouched for by the asylum physician 
are over 200 nails of different sizes, 
screws, buttons, bits of wire, tin foil, 
stones, and suspender buckles.

AN INCORPORATED UNION. 


The incorporation of labor unions 


has been many times suggested by 
the representatives of, corporations 
and by employers as one of the rem- 
edies for the unsettled relations of 
labor and capital, and as a sure meth 
od for holding unions to their agree- j 
ments by making them responsible 
In the courts. Whenever It has been 
suggested it has been strenously re- 
sisted by the union leaders, and pro- 
imnent among them, Mr. Gompers, 
the chief of the American Federation 
ot Labor. 


It is curious 
that 
notwithstand- 


ing this widespread opposition to In- 
corporation among the unions one of 
.the strongest unions In New England 
the Metal Polishers, Buffers, Plate 
.Moulders, and Brass Workers' union 
No. 73 of Merlden, Conn., has filed 
articles of Incorporation with the sec- 
retary of state at Hartford. "The ap- 
plicants declare the objects of incor- 
poration are reduction of hours of 
labor, municipal ownership of public 
national monopolies..abolition of gov- 
..erment- by injuhc'tlo'n"' in' controver- 
sies between capital' "and labor, en- 
hancement of wages, -and the welfare 
'o! all laboring, classes; • . 
'.. There will be-.no-objection on the 
'..part of employers In Merlden. to the 
incorporation of the union. lor. In 
time of labor troule they will havo 
something responsible to deal with 
and sometL'TK they can sue. 
It re- 


mains to be seen how the Mertdeu 
Incorporatiotn will work practically. 
IU program Is an ambitious one. So 
far as reduction of the hours and 
Increase of wages are concerned, all 
unions are contending for these ob- 
jects, which are 
purely Industrial. 


The other objects set <iown are not 
to be obtained from employers, but 
from the city or state or nation,and 
the union will have to resort to poli- 
tical methods to obtain them. 
U Is 


possible for the union to secure few- 
er hours and better wages, but In- 
corporation 
is 
not necessary 
for 


that purpose. 
Nevertheless tho In- 


corporated union will have R recog- 
nized standing among business men. 
They nrll Inegotlate with It and enter 
Into contracts with it 
exactly as 


they would with any other corpora- 
tion.—Chicago Tribune.
